Twenty-Sixth and TOlm streets, 
where

day night. Fearing further violence the

then dragged for over a mile through

Dlcksor. at Springfield 'to arrange for 
rushing a. sec'bnd regiment to Cairo 
early today In case 
another 
violent 


outburst of rioting following the night 
of terror in which 
two 
men 
were 


lynched by a mob of Illinois citizens. 


Just before he went to bed the gov- 


ernor conversed over the telephone 
with Deputy Sheriff Woodward of Al- 
exander county at Cairo. 


Deputy Woodward told him that the 


mob still was restless, though greatly 
reduced in numbers. 


"Will one regiment 
of troops be 


enough?" Gov. Dlncen asked 
Wood- 


ward. "The Citrbondale company," he 
explained, "will be 
there early 
this 


morning, at least five other companies 
will reach there before 9 o'clock 
and 


the entire regiment will 
be on' the 


grounds by noon at the latest. 
I have 


all plans arranged for the 
transportation of another regiment in 
the morning." 


The governor asked the sheriff if the. 


saloons had' been ordered closed 'and 
when informed that saloons run by tho 
white Inhabitants were still open and 
that many in tho mob were drinking 
freely he suggested that all bo closed 
at onco and be kept closed until dan- 
ger had passed. 
• 


Deputy Woodward 
informed 
him 


that Mayor Parsons and the chief of 
police had not issued such orders and 
that they were being guarded «t their 
homes because -the infuriated mob had 
threatened them, with harm. The citi- 
zens were angered because the local 
authorities had permitted James and 
Alexander to get away after the killing 
of Miss Pelioy. 


Governor Dineen told Adjutant Gen. 


Scott that lie expected to cancel his 
engagement to speak in Chicago

night and

"This affair," said the governor, "is 


not as serious thus/far as it might 
have been but it is serious enough now 
and a disgrace to the' state of Illinois. 
This disgrace will be more Iceenly felt 
by the. citizens of the 
commonwealth 


because it is the second time within 
the last few years that lynching and 
riots have stained the 
fame 
of 
the 
state. 


"Troops am essential in such

turbances and I hope that the presence

"Though the protection of the men 


.lynched was not under my control no 
one can regret the affair more than 1 
do," said Mayor Parsons today.

The entire com- 
munity was worked uj> to such a pitch 
that no other termination was possi- 
ble. I believe that the majority of the 
citizens are pleased at the turn of af- 
fairs and -while they deplore the dis- 
grace of the city and state they be- 
lieve that the result will be salutary. 


"There has not been an official exe- 


cution in Cairo for 10 or 15 years und 
yet tile city lias had its share of mur- 
ders. Juries have failed to convict in 
homicide cases or have convicted for 
minor degrees and it has been possible, 
for murders to escape. In fact murder 
in Cairo 1 regret to say, has been tol- 
erably safe. 


"The feeling against crime that has 


so long been suppressed has

SUBSTITUTE FOR COTTON 
MAY 
BE EVOLVED. 


The world is wailing for. a proper substitute for cotton. The supply is 


deficient, the price utterly too high for the people who have to work 'for 


low wages. A substitute of some kind must be fuund, and we are confident 


will be found. When he supply of rags for paper became too small to meet 


. the demand, the expert? set their wits to work on the problem of finding a 


substitute. . They soon produced wood pulp which while not 
as • good 
as 


paper stock made from rags, still it serves/ the purpose very well, and rags 


are no longer considered the main factor in the manufacture of paper. 


Necessity is the mother of invention and it is quite probable that a 


substitute' for cotton will soon be. produced so that neither the speculators 


nor the planters will be able to practice extortion on the manufacturers and 


indirectly on the consumers as they have been doing. 


Down at Brooltfield, Muss., there has already been established a factory 


for manufacturing towels out of flax, and BO far as,the experiment has 


gone it is most satisfactory. Flax could be grown extensively even in many 


of the northern states and thus enough might be produced to hold the price 


of cotton at a normal figure 


Tho high price of cotton from whatever cause it has been boosted up 


io fifteen cents, ;/;-'S'tljerefure, destined to bring about a revolution not only 


in the prycMetion of cotton but also in the production of u substitute for 


coltoi/and tlm Cultivation of the fibre in fields where it has never been 


•ip'OAyii before. 


There in no doubt nt, nil that the speculators nro mainly responsible for 


the present high price of row cotton. They have, ached upon every circum- 


stance or cnusa that might he used its a lover to iidvanoo (ho price, such for ' 


example RB tho report of a nhnr-t crop, tho failure of the crop elsewhere and 


the cornering of the market to nn'oxtont thut compelled the manufacturers 


to pay exorbitant prices or else shut down (hoir 
factories. 
The 
manu- 


facturers huvo countered in a 7nild way by organizing a movement for 


general curtailment but with .such a demand for manufactured goods, there 


can be no curtailment that would affoot the price of raw cotton to any 


great extent, Tho manufacturers expect that a curtailment would benefit 


them in two ways, to wit, first, to bring down the price of raw cotton and 


second, to increase the price of the manufactured product. 
There is a 


very general belief that the day of cheap cotton has .'gone by. It is true 


we may seldom if ever see cotton down to six cents, but on tho other band 


it is not at all likely to remain long in the neighborhod of fifteen cents. 


The cotton planters have combined to shorten their crops in order to 


keep up the price. That was their first stop. So firmly were they beiU on 


this object that some whose crop was more abundant than they anticipated 


actually burned a certain number of bales. That was several years ago. 


The crop this year was shorter than the planter wished it to be, for 


they have felt a demand for tho staple that caused them to wish their crop 


bad been much heavier. 
As a result it is expected that next year's crop 


will be heavier than ever before. 


The high price has led to an increase in the cost of production, be- 


cause the labor employed has demanded a share of the large profits of the 
planter. Moreover, tho supply of plantation labor is steadily decreasing 
and no substitute can be found to do equally good work for anything' like 
the same wages. That is a permanent condition that will tend to increase 
the cost of production. 


It is to be regretted that this country does not produce nearly enough 


cotton to supply Hie homo consumption and as a result 
a 
considerable j 


amount is imported. 
Last year this country imported about SO.000,000 j 


pounds of foreign grown cotton valued at $14,105,400 together with cuttoi:

His Body Was Dragged Through 


Principal Streets and Burned — 
Women Active in Mob of Thou- 
sands — Another Negro Impli- 
cated in the Crime 


'CAIRO, 1)1., Nov. 12.—"Women were 


the first to pull the rope when Will 
James, the negro suspected 
of being 


the murderer of Miss Annie Pclley was 
lynched In the most prominent equare 
of this city last night in the presence 
of 10,000 people. 
James, was 
taken 


from Sheriff Davis, who with his pris- 
oner, had been fleeing from mob vio- 
lence for 24 hours, and 
as ho was 


strung up lo the public arch at Eighth 
arid Commercial streets the rope broke. 
Volley after volley was then poured 
into the negro's body by the infuriated 
mob who then seized tho corpse and 
dragging it a mile through the city 
streets burned it at 
the 
corner of 


Twenty-Sixth and Elm streets, where 
the.murder was committed last Mon- 
day night. Fearing- further violence the 
authorities, after the lynching, ordered 
the Cairo company of the National 
guard to he in readiness for service. 
James, it is said, made a partial con- 
fession, implicating 
another negro, 


Arthur Alexander, who is being sought. 


*he efforts made to save the negro 


were no less sensational than 
the 


lynching. 
Sheriff Frank Davis, with 


two deputies, slipped out of this city 
"Wed7iesday with James In the effort to 
secure for him 
some 
safe 
asylum. 


Anna, Mounds and other towns proved 
unsafe. Menacing crowds met tho par- 
ly everywhere and finally, in desper- 
ation the sheriff with his two deputies 
and the prisoner sought shelter in the 
woods with which Davis was familiar. 


The determined efforts 
of 
Sheriff 


Davis lo save his man against whom 
.evidence was purely circumstantial, 
somewhat chilled the 
ardor 
of 
the 


mobs-which had trailed him, but the 
funeral of ihfi murdered girl yesterday 
fanned the vongoful spirit of the citi- 
zens in an 
uncontrollable- pitch 


nearly 1000 persons, it is said, searched 
every nook and cranny of tho woods 
for H distance of sixteen miles between 
Karnak and Vienna. It is said by ntil- 
rotm men that 
IhYeu 
hundred 
men 


seized a freight train on the Big Four 
railro^aa, and attaching a switch en- 
gine to it started for Karnak lo take 
part in the. aenrch. Davis, however, re- 
mained still fully under cover until late 
yesterday when a big body of the mob 
found t.iie sheriff and his prisoner so 
weak from hunger and exposure that 
no resistance could bo made. The ne- 
gro was lying on a river bank between 
two officers, handcuffed. Davis pleaded 
in vain for the law to lake its course, 
but the mob was obdurate. 


Taking James from the ofiicers the 


crowd marched hack to Cairo, where it 
was met by another mob of fully 50GQ 
people, part of whom spirited thn ofll- 
«trs away after refusing to lint en to 
their pleadings for Ihe negro's life, and 
the remainder dragging the victim 
through the city streets to the princi- 
cal square of the city where the ex- 
citement had drawn together some 10,- 
000 persona. 


Women were prominent in the moh 


and when a rope was placed around 
James1 neck some of them rushed-for- , 


ward and seizing one end of tho ropi 
were the.first to haul away. The nc 
gro struggled violently and the rope 
broke, but before the unfortunate man 
could regain his feet the mob surgef 
around and from .pistol and rifle over 
500 shots were emptied into the, vic- 
tim's body. These acts of violenqi 
seemed only to whet the mob's appe- 
tite for revenge and James' body was 
then dragged for over a mile through 
the city's streets to the spot where 
Miss Annie Pelley's body was found o 
Monday night and there a huge fire 
was lighted into which the 
negro's 


body 'was thrown. 


The alleged partial confession 


James, implicating another negro, Ar- 
thur Alexander, turned the. mob's ac- 
tivities into a new direction and 
threatened the outlook that on the in- 
structions 
of 
Gov. 
Deneen 
from 


Springfield, the Cairo company of the 
National, guard was ordered to hold it- 
self in readiness for instant service. 


Sheriff Davis deeply deplored 
the 


lynching and .said he had done all in 
his power to save his man, but in his 
weakened condition and against 
heavy odds lie was helpless. 


He said that after taking James from 


Cairo he had to leave the train at Don 
Kola AVcrlnoHdoy night to elude a mob 
thai was wailing for him al a. town 
ahead. Ho made an effort to get a ve- 
hicle at Dunguia, bul found it impossi- 
ble because the news had spread over 
thn country and everyone, knowing the 
crime lhal the negro had committed, 
refused to assist in eluding the pursu- 
ers. They even refused food in many 
cases.

The growls of the mob, the

of the negro stopped only a moinont 
owing- to the snapping of the rope. The 
10,000 pcrstans who had looked on anO 
danced In glee produced armed men al- 
most by magic and they filled the ne- 
gro with bullets.

Mr. Stimson declined to discuss this new development in the sugai 


import fraud case and W. N. Dykrenn, counsel for the firm of Arhuckle 
Bros., retained a similar reticence, hut from one of Mr. Stimson's associates 
it was learned that these negotiations hnd not only been begun but wen, 
well on their way to a conclusion. 


The greatest secrecy is being maintained by both 
the 
government 


prosecutors and the representatives of the companies, but there is a per- 
sistent report to the effect that ndietmcnts have already been found. Tlie 
belief among those familiar with the case is that these indictments have 
been sealed and that the ncgotiatona now pending are for the purpose of

"I do not think that any blame at- 


The entire com- 
munity was worked up to such a pitch' 
that no other termination was possi- 
ble. I believe that the majority of the 
citizens are pleased at the turn of af- 
fairs and while they deplore the dis- 
grace of the city and state they be- 
lieve that the result will be salutary. 


"There has not been an official exe> 


cution in Cairo for 10 or 15 years and 
yet the city has had its share of mur- 
ders. Juries have failed to convict in 
homicide cases or have convicted for 
minor degrees and it has been possible 
for murders to escape. In fact murder 
in Cairo I regret to say, has been tol- 
erably safe. 


"The feeling against crime that has 


so long been suppressed has 
found 


vent and I. believe that Cairo will be 
peaceful and law-abiding hereafter."

WAS CUT TO PIECES AND TAKEN 


AS SOUVENIRS 


CAIRO, III. Nov. 12.—Cairo was quiet 


thio morning' after a night of violence 
such as few cities have experienced. 
The mob dispersed and. only an occa- 
sional watcher for the negro Alexander 
could he seen lurking1 fihout the streets. 
Alexander was secreted in some place 
the mob could not discover 
Tho con- 


fession of the negro, James, Implicating1 
Alexander In the horrible 
crlmo of 


murdor and assault upon 
Miss Anna 
Pelley makes him a much wanted ne- 
gro and if his hiding1 place Is discov- 
ered it may take a regiment of sol- 
di ors to protect him. 
When James, 


the negro lynched, wag captured at 
Belknan, and while 
he 
was 
being 


brought to Cairo he absolutely refused 
to make a confession, hut when tho 
rope wns around his neck and ho was 
given his last chance to make a state- 
ment, he said: 
"I killed her, but Alexander took 


tho lead." 
Many in the Kreat mass 


of people had become impatient during1 
tho effort to induce the negro to make 
a statement and there were demands 
for work. 


""Wo don't want to hear him; string 


him up; kill him, burn htm," were fre- 
quently heard. 
The crowd 
pressed 


forward and the rope which had been 
thrown over the steel arch which was 
in the hands of women was pulled up 
and the body jerked a jFew feet from 
tho ground when It broke and came 
tumbling down. 
The mob by this time 


had become so impatient that they fell 
upon the negro and riddled him with 
bullets. 
The body was dragged more 


than, a mile through the streets to the 
spot where the murder was committed 
and burned. 
Before the fire was start- 


ed the negro's head.was cut off and 
placed on one end of a polo which 
was stuck In the ground. 
The heart 


was taken out, cut up In. small pieces 
and passed among the men as sou- 
venirs. 
Pieces of the rope with which 


he was hanged, after being soaked in 
the negro's blood, wero also handed 
about. 
Thie morning there was nothing left 


of the negro's body but a pile of bones 
but large crowds of women visited the 
spot where he died. 
The lynching of Henry Salzner, the 


white man, for the brutal murder of 
his wife on Aug. 15 last was a rebuke

SUBSTITUTE FOR COTTOPJ MAY BE EVOLVED. 


The world is waiting for a proper substitute for cotton. The supply is 


deficient, the price utterly too high for the people who have to work fol- 


low wages, A substitute of some kind must be found, and we are confident 


will be found. When he supply of rags for paper became too small to meet 


the demand, the experts set their wits to work on the problem of finding a 
'substitute. They soon produced wood pulp which while not as good as 


.paper stock made .from rags, still it serves .the purpose very well, and rags 


are no longer considered the main factor in the manufacture of paper. 


Necessity is the mother of invention and it is quite probable that a 


substitute for cotton will soon be produced so that neither the speculators 


nor the planters will be able to practice extortion on the manufacturers and 
indirectly on the consumers as they have been doing. 


: 
Down at Brookfleld, Mass., there has already been established a factory 


Jor. manufacturing towels out of flax, and so far as the experiment has 


gone it is most satisfactory. Flax could be grown extensively even in many 


of the northern states and thus enough might be produced to hold the price 


• of cotton at a normal figure 


The high price of cotton from whatever cause it has been boosted up 


to fifteen cents, is ,therefore, destined to bring about a revolution not only 


in tha production of ootton but also in-the production of a substitute for 


cotton and the cultivation of tho fibre in fields where it has never been 
grown boforo. 


There is no doubt at nil that tho speculators are mainly responsible for 


tho present high price of raw ootton. They have seized upon every circum- 


stance or cause that might bo used as a lover to advance tho price, such for 


example ns tho report of n short crop, tho fnilure of tho crop elsewhere and 


the cornering of the market to an extent that compelled the manufacturers 


to pay exorbitant prices or elso shut down thoir factories. 
The 
manu- 


facturers havo countered in a mild way by organizing a movement for 


. general curtailment but with such a demand for manufactured goods, there 


can bo no curtailment that would affect the price of raw ootton to any 


great extent 
The manufacturers expect that a curtailment would benefit 


them in two ways, to wit, first, to bring down the price of raw cotton.and 


second, to increase tho price of the manufactured product. 
There is a 


very general belief that tho day of cheap cotton has gone by. It is true 


•we may seldom if ever see cotton down to eii cents, but on the other hnnd 
it is not at all likely to remain long in the neighborhod of fifteen cents. 


' The cotton planters have combined to shorten their crops in order to 


keep up the price. That was their flrst step, So firmly were they bent on 
this object that some whose crop was more abundant than they anticipated 


actually bnmed a certain number of bales. That was several years ago. 


The crop this year was shorter than the planter wished it to bo, for 


they have felt-a demand for tho staple that caused them to wish their crop 


had been much heavier. As a result it is expected that next year's crop 


Will be heavier tha* ever boforo. 


Ihe high price has led to on increase in the cost of production,-be- 


cause the labor employed has demanded a fihnro of tho large profits of the 
planter. Moreover, the supply of plantation labor is steadily decreasing 
and no substitute can be found to do equally good-work for anything like 
the same wages. That is n permanent condition that will tend to increase 
the cost of production. 


It is to be regretted that tills country does not produce nearly enough 


ootton to supply tho homo consumption and as a result 
a 
considerable 


amount is imported. 
Last year this country imported about 80,000,000 


pounds of foreign grown cotton valued at $14,165,400 together with cotton 
"flocks" to the value of $-140,264, all free of duty. Strange to say much 
of the cotton imported wont to tho south, scrthat wo may expect tho plant- 
ers soon to raise tho cry for n tariff on raw cotton. 
Should a tariff bo 


imposed it would solidify more than any other single thing the causes that 
combine to increase tho price of cotton. 


Here then comes tho opportunity for 
some 
substitute for ootton, 


whether it be an inferior quality of ootton from some of our colonies from 
Egypt, India or Japan, or whether it bo flax or some other fibre yet un- 
dreamt of as suitnblo to take tho place of cotton. 


The high price of cut ton has had its effect 
in England to a greater 


exent than in this country, for England does not grow her owu cotton. 
She 


doe.=, however, manufacture nearly half the cotton clolli made in tho world. 
It is estimated that the cotton spindles, of the world number 104,000,000, 
and the looms 1,350,000. Of these, -14,000,000 spindles and 050,000 looms 
nrc in Great Britain. 


During (he last three years tho value of cotton imports wore $175,- 


000,000, and tho value of the manufactured product $'ir.0,000,000, leaving 
n balance of .^.'75,000,000 in favor of the cotton industry of England. 
Un- 


der such condilimip, it may be assumed that England will make a great 
effort to have colton grown i,, India and Au«(rulm to supply her manu- 
facturers and then finable her to avoid purchasing any largo part of her 
supply in the United Stales. 


Thus by pulling up (he ,,ri<-e excessively, the 
speo.ilalors 
and 
tho 


planters may cld'oat their own object by forcing foreign nations to find a 
cheaper supply or elso soino proper substitute) clsowhcro.
